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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3-4 recites the limitation "the display panel" in claim 3, line 15-16; and in 
claim 4, lines 21-22. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
, claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ishii 
(US Pat. 5,309,249). 
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Regarding claims 1-4, 6-7 Ishii discloses an information processing apparatus 
comprising: a display case 103 provided on a main body 1 of the information processing 
apparatus; a driving mechanism 70 which opens or closes the display case 103 on the 
main body 1; and means 34 for remotely controlling the driving mechanism 70 wherein 
the driving mechanism 70 starts one of open operation and close operation according to 
start, stop or termination of a system wherein the driving mechanism 70 opens the 
display panel 32, when a predetermined device of the information processing apparatus 
starts predetermined operation by operation of the means 34 for remotely controlling the 
driving wherein the driving mechanism 70 opens the display panel 32 synchronous with 
a startup timing of a program in accordance with operation of the means 34 for remotely 
controlling the driving mechanism; means 74 for controlling display of a display device 
32 provided in the display case 103 associated with operation of the driving mechanism 
wherein the driving mechanism 70 opens and closes the display device 32 with a speed 
set by an instruction from a user. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ishii (US 
Pat. 5,309,249) in view of Ohmi et al (US Pat. 5,956,194). 

Regarding claim 5, Ishii discloses all the subject matter of the claimed invention 
except for the means for remotely controlling the driving controls the driving mechanism 
via one of a wireless LAN, BlueTooth, an infrared-ray communication, and a telephone 
line. However Ohmni et al disclose the driving controls the driving mechanism via one of 
a wireless LAN, BlueTooth, an infrared-ray communication (see Ohmni et al's column 
23, lines 30-45). Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill to utilize the 
driving controls the driving mechanism via one of a wireless LAN, BlueTooth, an 
infrared-ray communication of Ohmni et al into Ishii's driving control to be convenient in 
new technology. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Ohashi et al (US Pat. 6,809,927) teach liquid circulation cooling system for 
electronic apparatus. 

Inagaki et al (US Pat. 6,504,529) teach information processor input device.
